As the leaking water found 
cracks to Seep through, it made 
its Way into rooms such as the 
central Control room, jail corri- 
dors and day room, However, he 
said no prisoners had to be evac- 
uated from the facility because

Does Mark 16:9-20 belong in the Bible? 


-N.S., Elba 


For any passage of Scripture to belong in the Bible it must be 
inspired of God (2 Timothy 3:16-17). Therefore for Mark 16:9- 
20 to belong in the Bible it must have come from the mind of 
God. If it is from God it must be the truth John 17:17), and can- 
not contradict the truth of any other passage of Scripture. 

Does Mark 16:9-20 teach error? No! Everything stated in this 
text is either recorded in the other 3 gospel accounts and/or sup- 
ported by other passages of Scripture. Did Jesus after His resur- 
rection appear unto Mary Magdalene, and did she tell the disci- 
ples about His appearing to her? Yes (Mark 16:9-11; Luke 24; 10- 
11). Did Jesus appear to two of His disciples in another form? 
Yes (Mark 16:12-13; Luke 24:13-15), Did Jesus appear to the 
rest of the disciples? Yes (Mark 16:14; 1 Corinthians 15:5), Did 
Jesus tell His disciples to preach the gospel to every creature? 
Yes (Mark 16:15; Matthew 28:19). Did Jesus tell His disciples: 
“He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned”? Yes (Mark 16:16; Matthew 
28:19). Did Jesus say that the word would be confirmed by mir- 
acles? ‘Yes (Mark 16:17-20; Hebrews 2: 1-4). So why would 
there be any question about Mark 16:9-20 belonging in the Bible? 
Because there is no way to get around Mark 16:16! So in an 
attempt to cast suspicion upon the Lord's statement, which makes 
clear that baptism is essential for salvation, it is often raised to 
view that it is not found in “the two most reliable early manu- 
scripts and other ancient witnesses do not have Mark 16: 9-20 
(NIV 1978)" But the NKJV states correctly “ ...nearly all other 
manuscripts of Mark contain them. The two so-called most reli- 
able manuscripts are the Codex Sinaiticus and Codex Vaticanus. 
But it is merely human judgement to say these are the most reli- 
able. In fact, many disagree with that assessment. For there are 
other certain fragments older than these two manuscripts that 
have the passage, and early writers Justin Martyr and Iraneaus, 
who lived in the 2nd century, quote from it. 

To say, that Mark 16:9-20 does not belong in the Bible, is to try to 
get around the truth of God’s word.

ZC sixth graders.go on field trip

The sixth grade from Zion 
Chapel Middle School took a 
field trip'on February 22, 2002. 

They traveled by bus to the 
Florida Caverns State Park, 
home of some famous sites such 
as Mammoth Cave and Carlsbad 
Cavern. They were accompa- 
nied by their sixth grade téach- 
ers, Mrs, Verna Mozzo and Mrs, 
Sharon Sasser. 

The students studied stalac- 
lites, stalagmites, columns, rim- 
stone pools, flowstones and 
draperies. 

These fragile formations are 
composed of calcite, a mineral 


dissolved from limestone rock 
when surface water containing 
natural acids percolates into the 
caves. As the mineral-charged 
walter encounters the air inside 
the caves and evaporates, layers 
of calcite’ are deposited. The 
creation of these stunning for- 
nations often requires ten. of 
thousands of years, and even the 
slightest disturbance can destroy 
these delicate natural wonders. 

The endangered gray bat, 
found in some caves, is vulner- 
able to disturbance, If awak- 
ened during the winter months, 
hibernating bats expend valu- 
able energy which they need for 
survival,

Now is the time to 
scout for next 
season’s buck 


To the joy of many Wives and 


surviving trophy bucks, the 2001- 


()2 deer season is over. Rifles and shotguns have been cleaned, and 
musty hunting clothes washed and put away, To most deer hunters. 
it’s just plain over until next year-but not to a few who consider 
February the ideal time to locate that trophy buck for opening day 


next season. 


From now until opening turkey season is one of the best times to 
pattern trophy bucks according to one knowledgeable Alabama deer 
hunter. Sam Coleman of Montgomery, Alabama has hunted white 
tails all across Alabama and in several other states. 


“Right now is the time to be in 


the woods,” says Coleman. “Deer 


are creatures of habit and if they are using a particular feeding, bed- 
ding, or travel route, and there is no drastic changes to the habitat, 
it’s a good chance they will be using these same areas on opening 


day. of the next season. 
According to Coleman, post 


-seasgn scouting differs from pre 


season scouting because one does not have to be concerned with 
pressuring deer because the season is many months away. “Also, all 
the leaves.are gone in February and even the slightest trail’can be 
easily seen. Leaves falling daily cover many trails in the hardwoods 


during pre Season scouting, © 


said Coleman. 


Coleman says it’s important to use topo maps or rough sketches 


of the area to make notes. 


‘ I-draw trails and bedding areas in red 


on a topo map, and mark the feeding areas in blue. 1 begin by fol- 
lowing trails out of feeding areas such as corn, soybean or wheat 
fields to bedding areas. I pay special attention to the secondary 
trails that parallel or intersect major trails. Older bucks often use 
these trails during the rut. These old boys will hang back a distance 


from the major tails as they wait 


for approaching does. Once I find 


a spot like this, I mark it with a big X-on my map and I will set-up 
right there on opening day,” said Coleman. 

“(Rubs and’ serapes! and! nater‘al or man-made funtel areas are‘also 
noted on Coleman's map during his post-season scouting. “Just like 
feeding areas and trails, if a particular area is loaded with rubs and 
seraps this year, it’s a good chance it will be next year. The same 


applies to funnel areas such as 


ridges, draws, logging roads, and 


stream or fence crossings. I especially look for fence’ crossings. 
Deer are just like people and will take the path of least resistance. 
They will walk a considerable distance to find a hole or break in a 
wire fence. This is one of my favorite setup sites, added Coleman. 
Coleman points out that post-season scouting is not a replace- 
ment for pre-season scouting, but it can reduce the time required for 
preseason scouting, and as Coleman says, “It’s just plain fun.”

However, Brooks’ final resting 
place in Evergreen Cemetery in 
Elba is inseribed only with the 
letters “RPB.”

help control the water flow, 
Also, Rugy said. a cut -off 

valve has beén placed “outside 


the jail facility which will allow 


“employees of phe jait to, cor the.
